The,  , 
tradition  has  been  passed  down  from  one  generation  to  another  tha.t 
these  brothers  came  over  from  England  to  this  country  at  or  about 
the  same  time.  If  this  tradition  is  true  it  i3  logical  to  assume'-' 
that  Johnl  Hardy  of  Salem,  Mass.,  Thomas!  Hardy  of 'Ipswich,  Mass'., 
and  Richard^- -Hardy  of  Concord,  Conn.,  and  Stamford.  Conn.,  were 


brothers.  That  they  were  closely  related  there  can  be  no  doubt 


and  records  show  that  they  were  in  close  association  during  those 
early  colonial  years.  That  the  above  mentioned  were  brothers  leas 
been  assumed  by  nearly  all  historians  and  genealogists,  such  as 
Hoyt,  Pope,  Pelt,  Savage,  and  many  others. 

It  is  evident  that  Johnl  Hardy  was  married  before  he  left 


England  and 


that  his  children  were  born  there.  There  is  a  some¬ 


what  doubtful  reference  that  he  returned  to  England  about  1645  or 
1644  for  his  son  Joseph,  and  that  on  his  return  he  secured  a  gran 
of  land  for  him.

Practically  all  writers  agree  that  Thomas  Hardy  came  to 
America  with  Captain,  or  Governor  V/inthrop  in  1630.  It  is  known 
positively  that  on  March  12,  1652-3,  Thomas  Hardy  and  his  family 
were  members  of  the  company  of  thirteen  families  who  joined  in 
the  settlement  of  Agawam,  (later  called  Ipswich)  Massachusetts. 
Members  of  this  party  were  carefully  chosen  before  Jan.  17,  1652- 
55  by  the  Board  of  Assistants  of  the  Bay  State.  Immigrants  did 
not  attempt  to  cross'yfche  sea  diiring  the  winter  months.  Luring  the 
years  of  1651  and  1652  only  about  540  persons  came  over  from  Eng¬ 
land.  (80  in  1651,  and  250  in  1652).  Unfortunately ,  the  list  of 
those  that  came  with  V/inthrop1  s  expedition  was  lost.

Hilton  C.  Hardy ,  deceased,  one  of  the  best  of  the  early 
authorities  on  Hardy  history,  was  convinced  that  he  had  found 
evidence  that  Thomas  Hardy,  as  well  as  his  brother.  John  lived  in 
Salem,  Hass. 

In  1653  Thomas  Hardy  removed  to  Rowley,  Massachusetts  and  ten 
years  later  to  Bradford,  where  he  became  the  owner  of  one  thousand 
acres  of  land  in  the  most  beautiful  section  of  the  district.  Here 
he  built  a  house  and  dug  a  deep  well  which  was  still  in  use  until 
a. lew  years  ago.  He  was  a  well  educated  man,  but  failed  to  sign 
his  own  will  in  his  old  a^e ,  due  to  his  infirmity. 

Thomas  made  his  will  on  march  4,  1671-2  and  added  a  codicil 
on  Doc.  12,  1677,  at  which  time  he  declared  that  he  was  72  years 
of  ago.

Towicsbury,  Hass.-,  Hay  18,  1770;  married  Elisabeth  ("Betsy")  Cochran  on  Jan.  26, 
1802.  Elisabeth  Cochran  was  born  in  Andover,  Hass.,  on  Juno  18,  1762,  tho 
daughter  of  James  Cochran,  born  in  1752  at  Andover,  Mass.,  and  diod  on  April  1, 
1837,  and  of  Salome  (Knowlton)  Hardy,  born  in  1754  at  Andover,  Mass.,  and  died 
in  1841.  ( "Betsy"  Cochran '  c  lull  name  -.vas  Martha  Elizabeth  Cochran). 

Elizabeth  Cochran’s  father  was  a  farmer,  and  sho  was  born  while  ho  was 
aw.ay  serving  in  tho  Revolutionary  Var.  Per  seven  long  yoars  hor  mother  had  to 
struggle  to  provide  for  six  small  children.  The  seventh,  often  called  "Betsy," 
was  born  just  before  the  war  closed.  Hr,  Janes  Cochran,  hor  father,  generally 
obtained  a  furlough  to  return  home  to  his  family  for  a  month  or  so  each  winter, 
when  ho  could  enjoy  the  society  of  his  little  but  thriving  family.  Tin  war 
closed  and  ho  returned  home  in  safety,  having  never  received  a  wound,  although 
he  was  said  to  have  boon  in  many  fierce  and  bloody  battles.  He  served  from 
April  ,1775,  spending  eight  months  in  Captain  Crosby’s  Co.,  Colonel  Sullivan’s 
Regiment , and  Feb.  1776  for  eleven  months  in  Captain  D.  Villeins'  Co.,  Colonel 
Atloy’s  Regiment.  He  was  taken  prisoner  at  Char’s,  Canada,  but  was  released 
immediately. 

After  their  marriage,  Jonathan  Hard y  took  Eli  zabeth  Cochran  to  Tewksbury, 
an  ad  joining  to./n,  to  his  father’s  residence,  only  a  few  miles  from  her  early 
home.  Here  sho  lived  for  nearly  two  years,  until  tho  spring  of  1803,  when 
Jonathan  Hardy’s  father  sold  out  and  moved  to  Sand  own,  N.  H. ,  .about  forty  miles 
distant.  Thoy  went  with  him  to  Sand o.m.  One  child,  Polley  Franklin,  was  bora 
to  them  before  their  removal  to  V  ow  Hampshire.

In  tho  summer  of  1804,  Jonathan  Hardy  rot  vat  during  tho  harvoct,  too/:  a 
violent  cold  .vhloh  Gottlod  on  hl3  lungs ,  and  by  tho  middle  of  the  following 
February  ho  ,vas  at  tho  nolnt  of  death.  Ho  was  cured  by  a  groat  doctor  ./ho 
lived  forty  mllos  distant,  probably  from  TowKsbury.  By  the  month  of  May  ho  .vas 
in  a  convalosoont  state,  and  soon  recovered  his  health,  Ha  ./as  advised  by  tho 
doctor  who  cored  for  him  during  his  illness  to  study  medicine,  as  it  ,/ould 
prove  more  conducive  to  his  health  thereafter.  Thl3  ho  did  .and  .vent  into  tho 
practice  of  medicine  in  about  two  years. 

Tho  family  moved  to  Danville,  Vermont,  in  1006,  and  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy 
practiced  medicine  there  for  ovor  t.vo  years.  Ho  had  an  undo  living  there 
and  also  a  brother-ln-la.v,  David  Hardy,  who  had  rm  rriod  his  sister,  Hamah. 
Elizabeth,  his  wife,  soon  joined  tho  Froe.vill  Bfrtlst  Church.  About  a  year  and 
ono  half  lator,  1S06,  thoy  docidod  to  move'  bade  to  S.tnd  own,  N.  H. ,  and  live 
with  his  father,  Potor  Hardy.  Dr.  Jonathan  carried  on  his  practice  of  medicine 
.in  that  community  for  several  years. 

They  left  his  father’s  home  in  February,  181?  ,  and  returned  to  Danville, 
Vermont,  about  140  miles  north  of  Sand  own,  II,  K.  The  family  resided  there 
until  October,  1613;  thon  thoy  moved  about  100  s  13c  s  south  to  .Varner,  H.  H. , 
and  within  forty  miles  of  Bandown,  II.  H.  A  son  was  born  to  them  in  /Varner  on 
March  11,  1814,  and  was  named  Volncy  Barlow. 

Dr.  Jonathan  decided  that  he  would  visit  nis  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  Mace,  of 
New  York:  State  .and  look  over  the  country  near  thoir  home  and  settle.  Accordingly, 
he  set  out  on  this  400  mile  journey  on  horseback:  on  April  1,  1614,  spent  ten 
days  with  his  sister’s  family,  and  returned  to  .Varner  again  on  April  30,  1814. 

He  moved  to  the  ’’Empire  State”  in  September  and  October  of  1814  because  he 
thought  ho  could  provide  bettor  for  his  fan! ly ,  which  now  consisted  of  seven 
children.  A  Dr.  McMillan  proposed  to  sell  him  a  team  of  horses  and  a  covered 
wagon  when  ho  hoard  of  his  intend od  venture,  and  trust  to  chance  for  'nis  pay. 

Need  lass  to  say,  ‘ho  was  later  paid  in  full.  They  made  their  way  to  Ontario 

County,  Haw  York,  leaving  .Varner,  IT.  H.,  about  the  middle  of  Sent.,  1814.  The 
journey,  due  to  heavy  rains,  was  made  in  about  three  weeks.  They  procured  a 
dwelling  house  for  the  fall  and  winter  about  two  miles  from  the  home  of  his 
sister,  Mrs.  Mary  I.Iaco,  on  the  road  to  a  small  town  called  ’’Four  Corners, " 
about  four  miles  from  Mr.  Mace's  farm. 

Dr.  Jonathan  was  determined  to  go  to  tho  state  of  Ohio,  where  land  was 
cheap.  In  February,  1815,  ho  set  out,  traveling  about  130  miles  by  sloigh  to 
"Olean  Point,”  which  lay  at  tho  headwaters  .of  the  Alleghc.ny  Fiver.  After  tho 
first  two  days  of  their  journey  they  arrived  at  a  town  near  Caledonia,  where 

his  brother  Ephraim  and  wifi  and  his  sister  Mrs  .  Phoda  Scarlett  lived.  After 

a  f ow  da,Ts  thoy  continued  by  sloigh  to  Glean  Point,  arriving  there  in  tho  latter 
r>art  of  February,  1815,  having  crossed  the  All  ofyE,ny  Mountains  on  the  way.  His 
brother  Eohraim  was  a  carpenter  and  followed  him  in  a  few  weeks  to  Olean  Point. 

He  haloed  his  brother  Jonathan  build  a  boat  which  he  was  to  use  to  descend  the 
river.  By  the  middle  of  March,  with  tho  river  at  its  flood  tino,  they  undertook 
this,  arduous  journey. 

After  a  long  and  painful  journey,  descending  the  Allegheny  and  Ohio  Rivers 
in  thoir  f latboat ,  they  arrived  safely  at  Cincinna ti ,  in  late  March  or  early 
April,  1315.  ,  Staying  there  nearly  a  month,  thoy  toorc  to  thoir  boat  once  more 
and  descended  tho  Ohio  River  to  How  London,  a  distance  of  ono  hundred  miles  or 
more,  finally  landing  ton  miles  farther  west,  at  Lexington,  no./  Scott  County, 
but  then  Jefferson  County,  Indiana.  Another  month  elapsed  and  he  moved  south¬ 
east  three  miles  on  tho  waters  of  Fourteen  Mile  Crook:,  nearly  to  the  Clark 
County  lino,  where  ho  resided  for  the  remainder  of  his  days. 

After  a  few  years  Dr.  Jonathan  Hrr  dy,  his  wife,  a  son,  an^  t.vo  daughters 
joined  .and  became  staunch  members  of  what  is  no./  t  ho  "Church  of  Christ”  of 
Lucington,  Indiana.  A  largo  Portion  of  his  honest  earnings  during  ii  s  first 
few  years  in  tho  .Vest  wore  us  id  to  pay  off  his  former  obligations,  and  his 
family  often  suffered  .for  snoos  and  clothing  during  those  first  years ,

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In  the  latter  part,  of  December,  1056,  Lr.  Jonathan,  who  had  had  several 
attacks  of  bilious  colic  previously,  was  attached  v.ith  it  once  jnore.  a  physi¬ 
cian  v.as  called  but  could  not  savu  him,  and  he  died  in  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  with  this  attack  on  Dec.  30,  1036,  in  his  fifty-ninth  year. 

Elisabeth  Hardy  lived  with  her  daughter,  Rhoda  Hughes  (Hardy)  brown  and 
her  husband,  Alpheus  Brown,  a  minister  in  Lexington,  Indiana,  from  about  1053 
or  1S54  until  the  fall  of  1855.  Elder  Brown  moved  back  to  Illinois  that  fall, 
and  Elisabeth  Hardy  v  ent  to  reside  v.ith  her  grandchildren,  daughters  of  her  own 
daughter,  Lrs.  S  emir  amis  P.  Snodgrass,  v.ho  died  in  Lexington  in  Dec.  16,  1051. 
There  she  resided  for  some  years,  and  also  with  her  son,  Solon  and  his  family. 
Later  she  moved  from  Lexington  to  the  residence  of  her  daughter,  Lrs.  Roxanna 
Green  Lace,  about  two  miles  distant.  She  resided  here  very  coirl’ortably  until 
within  two  years  of  her  death.  Four  of  her  cloven  children  preceded  her  to 
their  death. 

In  the  summer  of  1867  she  visited  at  the  home  of  her  son,  Jonathan,  and 
his  third  wife,  Isabel.  She  became  very  attached  to  their  first  child,  Della, 
and  upon  being  urged  to  stay  she  remained  in  their  household  these  last  two 
years  of  her  life.  They  lived  but  three  miles  southeast  of  Lexington  on  the 
Scott,  and  Clark  County  line. 

Late  in  the  fall  of  1868  she  had  an  attack  of  pneumonia,  which  ended  in  a 
severe  cough.  She  never  recovered,  but  gradually  became  weaker.  She  lingered 
on  until  2  A.  L.  of  the  morning  of  Lay  17,  1869.  She  was  buried  the  same  day 
at  Leberty  graveyard  in  Clark  County,  aged  nearly  87  years. 

She  was  the  mother  of  seven  sons  and  four  daughters,  all  of  whom  had 
middle  names  of  famous  men.

Benjamin  Mace,  Jr.,  truo  to  his  promise,  in  due  time  came  down  to  Candown 
and  thoy  wore  married  in  Brintwood,  a  town  adjoining  Sand  own,  N.  H. ,  on 

,  1094,  by  Rov.  Dr.  Shepherd ,  a  Baptist  minister.  Soon  after  their 
marriago  thoy  settled  near  Poplin,  N.  H.,  now  called  Fremont.  Here  they  were 
but  six  miles  from  the  home  of  Mary's  tnronts ,  and  she  often  visited  them. 

Their  first  child,  a  boy,  was  born  on  this  farm  but  only  lived  about  one  year.

Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy,  were  called 
to  her  bodsido.  Dr.  Jonathan  prescribed  and  Sophia  remained  until  hor  final 
rocovory,  a  matter  of  a  few  weeks. 

The  oouple  had  been  blessed  with  two  other  children,  both  of  them  boys, 
while  living  on  tho  farm  near  Hopkington.  The  older  was  named  Laurentius  and 
the  younger  was  named  Benjamin  Franklin. 

Aftor  harvesting  his  crop  in  the  fall  of  1810  he  took  his  little  family 
back  to  Peter  Hardy's  homo  at  Sand  own.  He  was  determined  to  movo  to  tho  state 
of  Now  York,  but  ho  did  not  havo  enough  money  to  make  such  a  trip  and  havo 
enough  loft  to  buy  a  farm  on  his  arrival.  Therefore,  ho  worked  on  a  farm  near 
his  father's  farm  at  Tewksbury,  Mass.,  for  nearly  one  year  while  his  wife  made 
sufficient  clothing  during  the  stay  with  her  children  at  her  father's  homo,  so 
they  would  not  bo  laoklng  in  that  new  and  unsettled  country.  Her  brother.  Dr. 
Jonathan  and  family,  and  hor  sistor,  Soohia,  woro  residing  with  thoir  father, 
Peter  Hardy,  at  this  time  also. 

Early  in  May,  1811,  thoy  loft  from  Sand  own,  H.  H.,  by  tho  way  of  Tewksbury 
and  Hampstead  for  New  York  Stato.  Benjamin  ?Iaco  had  five  hundred  silver  dollars 
with  which  he  intended  to  procure  r.  farm,  at  tho  time  of  thoir  departure  on  this 
long  trio  of  400  miles  with  his  wife  and  two  small  boys.  Ilary's  sister,  Snahia, 
and  her  husband  Calob  Moulton  accompanied  them  as  far  as  Haverhill,  Mass.  The 
journey  was  towards  tho  northwest  through  tho  southern  part  of  Now  Hampshire 
passing  through  Hopkington  enroutc.  Thoy  crossed  tho  Connecticut  River  and 
entered  the  state  of  Vermont.  Traveling  duo  west  they  crossed  tho  Croon  Moun¬ 
tains  of  Vermont  and  continued  in  that  direction  until  thoy  reached  tho  banks 
of  the  Hudson  Rivor.  Thoy  followod  this  river,  crossed  it  above  Troy,  Now 
York,  and  followod  tho  Mohawk  Rivor  to  tho  county  of  Ontario.  This  county  was 
located  about  ton  miles  south  of  Lake  Ontario  and  thirty  milos  oast  of  Rochester 
Now  York.  Tho  journey  had  taken  them  about  four  weeks,  but  they  all  .arrived 
safely. 

Mr.  Maco  bought  a  small  farm  of  about  ono  hundred  acres  with  some  cleared 
land,  but  it  was  in  a  country  that  contained  a  great  deal  of  swamp  land.  His 
farm  was  located  near  Holland  Patent,  New  York,  and  fifteen  milos  north  of 


t. 
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Canandaigua,  Mow  Yor’.c,  a  largo  to./n,  in  tho  spring  of  1811.  Tho  family  remained 
hare  from  tho  spring  of  1811  to  th  j  spring  of  1817.  During  tho  Var  of  IP. If  the* 
farmers  voluntarily  enroll  od  themselves  into  ./hat  they  called  "Minute  Men."  Tho 
war  was  to  last  about  two  and  onj-half  y; ars.  Bjnjamln's  brothjrs,  Ira  and  Ell, 
visited  them  hero  and  aided  the  Minute  Men  ./hen  British  ships  appeared  n.jar  by 
on  Lake  Ontario. 

Another  uon,  Albort  Callatln,  ./a3  born  to  thorn  on  .Tan.  4,  1812,  Ho  was 
named  after  a  prominent  senator  of  Now  York  State  of  that  name. 

Mr.  Mace ,  in  tho  spring  of  1817,  was  not  able  to  moot  tho  payments  or.  his 
farm  .and  the  prospects  for  tho  future  looked  rather  gloomy  also.  Ho  decided  to 
follow  his  brother-in-law.  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy,  to  tho  Indiana  Territory  whoro 
tho  land  was  rich  and  could  bo  obtainod  for  but  two  dollars  an  acre  from  tho 
government.  Accord  lngly ,  Bon  j  ami  n  I.Iaco  sold  his  farm  and  all  that  ho  could  not 
take  with  him  and  wont  to  Oloan  Point,  on  tho  Allegheny  River,  a  distance  of  130 
miles.  Ho  hirod  a  man  with  a  good  toara  to  tnko  him  thora  and,  as  othors  had 
done  before  him,  built  a  boat  at  Oloan* 

Early  in  Juno,  1317,  Mr.  Mace  was  allowed  to  attach  his  boat  to  a  lumber 
raft  and  in  duo  course  the  raft  arrived  safely  at  Marietta,  Ohio.  Ho  had 
helped  navlgato  the  raft  down  tho  river  for  tho  privilege  of  attaching  his 
flat  boat  to  it.  Then  he  hirod  ono  of  tho  hands  of  the  lumber  raft  to  hole  him 
in  safely  navigating  tho  river  to  Cincinnati.  Everyone  arrived  there  safely 
about  th3  last  part  of  June,  1817.  Tho  family  remained  hero  for  about  two  or 
throe  woo  Its  onjoying  tho  hospitality  of  his  brothor-in-law.  Hr.  Morrill  Scarlett, 
and  his  wife,  Rhoda,  a  younger  sister  of  his  own  wife. 

The  family  left  Cincinnati  about  the  middle  of  July,  1817,  and  travel,  by 
boat  to  the  part  of  London  which  was  about  ten  miles  below  Madison,  Indiana, 
and  also  on  the  Ohio  River,  a  distance  110  miles. 

Tho  two  families  were  again  united  and  Benjamin  I.Iaco,  his  family,  and  their 
goods  wore  loaded  and  hauled  by  a  largo  wagon  to  Dr.  J onathan  Hardy's  home  three 
miles  southoast  of  Lexington,  Indiana*  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy  was  Mrs.  Mary  Mace's 
brother. 

Somotimo  in  Octobor  of  that  year  Mr.  Mace  rented  a  farm  belonging  to  Mr. 
Edward  Carroll.  This  was  several  miles  south  of  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy's  home  and 
about  Similes  north  of  New  .Vashington,  Indiana.  He  raised  a  small  cron  in 
1818,  for  he  had  but  one  horso  at  tho  timo.  Tho  same  fall  Mr.  Mace  was  taken 
violently  sick  with  alternate  chills  and  fever,  but  in  a  few  weeks  he  was  well 
again,  but  quite  weak,  Tho  family  lived  on  this  farm  until  February,  1821. 

Now  ho  movoda^raifi  about  ono  -and  one-half  miles  north  to  the  farm  where  Dr. 
Jonathan  Hardy  had  lived  on  the  Scott  and  Clark  County  linos.  This  was  east  of 
Nabb,  Indiana.  Mary  Mace,  his  wife,  had  had  a  bad  cough  since  she  was  eighteen 
years  of  ago,  which  by  tho  spring  of  1822  turn/d  into  consumption.  Sven  her 
own  brother.  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy,  could  hold  but  little  hone  for  nor  recovery. 

By  the  fall  of  1822  sho  could  breathe  only  with  difficulty. 

About  2  o’olock  in  the  morning  of  Sept.  19,  1822,  sho  slipped  away.  Four 
of  her  children  survived  her,  the  fifth  and  oldest  having  died  in  Infancy.  She' 
was  buried  at  about  sundown  of  the  same  dny  at  "Liberty"  graveyard  on  the  Scott 
and  Clark  county  lino  about  threo-f ourftiS  of  a  mile  from  her  last  home. 

Mis3  Mary  Ross  continued  on  as  the  housekeeper  after  the  death  of  Benjamin 
Mace’s  wife.  In  the  course  of  time  they  wero  married  on  ,  1823  or  24. 

They  Probably  livod  on  the  same  farm  for  about  two  years  and  then  moved  north  a 
few  miles  to  a  farm  in  Jefferson  County,  Indiana.  .Vhile  living  hero,  two  addi¬ 
tional  children  wore  born,  the  youngor  -after  his  father’s  death.  Tho  elder  was 
named  Eli  and  the  other  Ina,  after  brothers  of  Benjamin  Mace ,  still  living  in  the 
oast . 

In  the  year  of  1826,  after  he  had  his  corn  planted,  Benjamin  Mace  and  his 
two  oldest  boys  wont  to  work  on  a  oanal  that  was  boing  dug  between  Louisville 
and  Shippensnort ,  Kentucky,  Ho  loft  the  youngest  boy,  Albort  Gallatin,  at  home 


.  J 
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to  care  for  the  cron^  and  the  fathor  and  his  two  oldest  boys  hoped  to  make 
enough  to  buy  a  farm  which  he  had  always  honed  to  own. 

They  started  wording  on  the  canal  about  the  middle  of  May,  1G26. 

Benjamin  Mace  roturned  homo  feeling  very  sick  early  in  August,  and  Dr.  Jonathan 
Hardy  pronounced  it  a  sovere  case  of  yollo.v  fever.  About  a  week  later  he  died 
and  was  buried  on  the  evening  of  Augis  t  13th,  1826,  in  the  Liborty  graveyard 
bosldo  his  wife,  Mary,  He  was  aged  46  years  and  some  months. 

The  family  hold  togother  for  awhilo,  but  the  two  older  boys  3oon  went  away 
to  work,  Mary  Mace  wont  back  to  her  fathor' s  home  with  her  two  children,  and 
the  two  younger  children  of  tho  first  marriage,  Albert  and  Joohronia,  wero 
cared  for  by  Sr.  Jonathan  Hardy.  Mary  Maou,  Benjamin's  second  wife,  raised 
her  own  chi Id r on  in  tho  homo  of  her  father,  James  Ross,  She  married  a  second 
time  to  a  Mr.  ./illlaras  and  they  also  had  one  child,  a  daughter.  Ho  left  her 
and  wont  away,  nobody  knows  whoro.  Mary,  in  a  few  years,  contracted  consumption 
and  died  in  May,  1833,  and  was  buriod  at  tho  Liborty  c amatory,  on  tho  other 
sido  of  her  first  husband,  Benjamin  Mace. 

The  children  that  livod  to  maturity  all  prospered  and  owned  farms  of  their 

own,

He  had  a 
daughter,  Sally,  and  sne  married  Dehraira  Hardy  in  the  latter  part  of  1814. 
Sphraim  had  come  west  v/ith  Merrill  and  Rhoda  Scarlett  in  the  fall  of  1813.  He 
was  a  brother  of  Rhoda  Scarlett. 

Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy  had  arrived  safely  in  Lexington,  Indiana,  and  had  sent 
back  letters  telling  of  tho  fine  country  in  which  ho  was  located.  Therefore,’

Marrlal  and  Rhoda  Scarlott  descended  the  Alio r'ec.ny  and  Ohio 
.  Tlivors  In  tho  summer  or  fall  of  1816  to  ply  hl3  trade  In 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  A  year  later  Benjamin  Mace,  his  ;/lfo  Mary, 
and  their  family  likewise  arrived  in  Cincinnati  and  remained 
.vlth  them  for  two  or  three  vvee.es  before  continuing  their 
Journey  to  Lexington,  Indiana,  to  the  home  of  Dr.  Jonathan 
Hardy.  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  was  a  city  of  about  7,000  neoolo 
at  this  time, 

Mr.  aivi  Mrs.  Soarlott  resided  here  for  some  years  and 
finally  moved  back  to  New  York  State,  again.  Mr.  Scarlett 
died  in  a  few  yoars,  in  .  Rhoda  then  went  bach  to 

Sandown.  N.  K. ,  and  livod  thoro  for  a  number  of  years 
because  she  novor  had  any  children. 

Later  she  married  Ilr,  Jabez  Hoyt  of  Hampstead,  N.  H. , 
on  Nov.  11,  1829,  had  a  good  home,  end  lived  h anally  with 
him  until  his  death  on  Sopt.  17,  1040.  Jabez  Hoyt  was  born 
on  Jan.  15,  1765,  in  Chostor,  N.  H. ,  .and  married,  first, 
Charlotto  Little  in  1790;  sh  o  died  Fob.  27,  1820,  They  had 
t  wo  boys  and  throe  girls  j  Razor. .  Abigail .  Charlotto .  Jabez, 
and  Sorhla.

656  Peter®  Hardy  (Peter^,  James'*,  Joseoh^,  John^,  Thomas^)  was  born  at  Tewksbury, 
Mass.,  on  Jan.  24,  1786.  He  married  Lydia  Hunt  on  ,  soon  after  his 

father  had  moved  to  his  farm  of  70  acres  two  miles  north  of  Sand  own,  N.  H., 
on  the  Mystic  River.  .Then  Dr.  Jonathan  moved  to  Danville,  Vermont,  in  1812, 
Peter  and  Lydia  moved  into  his  father's  homo  to  hole  them  with  their  farm. 
Peter's  father  had  prospered,  and  his  place  was  on  "the  great  highway  leading 
to  the  large  town  of  Portsmouth,  N.  H." 

Lydia  Hunt  was  a  well  educated  girl,  but  after  some  years  they  gave  ut>  the 
farm  to  thoir  brother-in-law,  Joseph  ./ood  ,  becauso  Lydia  did  not  care  to  live 
there  any  longer.  They  nrobably  moved  to  Chester,  N.  H.,  a  distance  of  about 
three  miles  to  the  west.  She  died  on  .  He  made  the  first  iron 

mould-bored  plow  in  New  England ,  and  tho  original  is  now  in  tho  Smithsonian 
Institute  at  Vashington,  D.  C. 

Peter  Hardy  livod  in  Chester  until  he  was  vory  old.  Then  ono  of  his  two 
sons  that  had  emigrated  to  Michigan  persuaded  him  to  come  out  there.  Soon 
after  his  arrival  he  died  in  about  1866,  "being  upwards  of  00  years  old."

Hero  his 
father  bought  a  70-aoro  farm  and  thoy  prospered.  There  homo  ./as  "a  large 
mansion  on  the  highway  leading  to  the  largo  to'./n  of  Portsmouth,  IT.  H." 

Sphraim  remained  with  his  parents  until  the  fall  of  1813.  At  that  time 
ho  accompanied  his  brother-in-law,  Morrill  Scarlett,  and  his  sister,  Mrs, 

Rhoda  Scarlett ,  v/hen  thoy  decided  to  move  to  a  small  to./n  near  Caledonia,  Me./, 
Yortc,  Their  sister,  Mrs.  Mary  Mace,  and  her  husband,  Bonjamln  Mace,  and 
family  of  two  small  boys  had  procodod  them  in  tto  spring  of  1611  and  lived 
nearby.  Hnhraim’s  brother.  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy,  and  family,  had  also  settled 
near  them  for  the  fall  and  winter  of  1814  and  1815,  but  Dr.  Jonathan  continued 
®n  farther  west  in  March  and  April,  1815,  to  the  territory  of  Indiana. 

Sphraim  mot  and  lator  married  a  young  lady  in  this  to/m  by  the  name  of 
"Sally”  Scarlett.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Newman  and  Molly  Scarlett,  and  her 
father  owned  a  farm  on  tho  edgo  of  the  snmo  tov/n.  Sho  //as  nanod  Shorobiah  and 
was  born  on  Aug.  5,  1797,  at  Towksbury,  Mass.  Shy  was  a  sistor  of  Merrill 
Scarlett,  Rhoda’s  husband.  Sphraim  and  "Sally"  //ore  married  ,  1814. 

Sphraim  was  a  car  pent  or  and  v/hon  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy  loft  How  York  Stato 
for  the  Indiana  Torritory  in  March,  1815,  Sphraim  probably  helped  him  build  his 
boat  at  Oloan  Point  on  tho  Allegheny  Kivor.  This  was  nearly  a  hundred  miles 
from  the  town  in  which  ho  lived  at  that  time.  Ho  dosconded  the  Allegheny  and 
Ohio  Rivers,  vory  likely  soon  after  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy  and  his  family.  They 
arrived  at  Cincinnati  in  the  summer  of  1615.  He  moved  out  near  Springfield, 
Ohie,  and  died  the  next  year  in  October  ,  1816,  leaving  his  young  wife  and  one 
child.  His  v/ife,  "Sally"  lator  marriod  Mr.  Allen  of  Ohio.  Sho  died

H. ,  Sophia  did  all 
sho  could  for  Mary. 

Sophia  lived  on  her  father’s  farm  until  she  married  Caleb  Harriman  Moulton 
of  Hampstead,  N.  H.,  on  Dec.  4,  1810,  at  Brentwood,  N.  H.  They  filed  an  inten¬ 
tion  of  marriage  on  Nov.  11,  1610.  Shortly  after  the  marriage  her  sister 
Mary’s  family  moved  to  New  York  State  in  May,  1811. 

Caleb  Moulton  and  his  young  wife  settled  in  Hampstead,  N.  H.,  about  seven 
miles  south  of  her  former  home.  He  was  born  on  Oot.  3,  1777,  at  Hampstead, 

IT.  H.,  and  diod  early  in  lifo  at  Hampstoad  on  July  6,  1832,  "aged  44  years. M 

Sophia  was  to  live  at  Hampstoad  for  tho  remainder  of  her  life.  Hor  sister, 
Rhoda,  came  to  Hampstead  aftor  returning  from  tho  west  following  the  death  of 


her  first  husband,  Marrial  Scarlett,  in  ITo.v  York  Stato.  She  died  in  Sonhia's 
home  in  Hompstood  on  ,  1858. 

Sonhia  dlod  at  Hampstead  on  Nov.  27,  1803,  "aged  91  years*'  and  fivo  of 
her  children  orocoded  her  in  death.

«as  born  at  Sundown,  N.  H.t  on  Haroh  31,  1804.  Tho  samo  yoar  his  fathor  got 
very  .7Qt  in  tho  harvest  and  took:  a  violent  cold  which  settled  on  his  lungs, 
and  by  the  middle  of  tho  following  February  his  fathor,  Jonathan ''HorapircS. 

Hardy  nearly  died.  Ho  ./as  advised  to  study  medloino  by  his  doctor  and  did  so 
for  about  two  years. 

Jonathan  Horschel  Hardy,  Jr?,  .has  ta;con  by  his  fathor  to  Danville,  Vermont, 
in  1806,  whore  Dr.  Jonathan  began  to  practice  nodicino,  but  after  a  little  over 
two  years  tho  family  returned  to  3 and  own,  !T.  H.  Shortly  afterwards ,  in  Fob., 

1812,  they  returned  to  Danville,  Vermont,  for  a  short  time,  and  in  October, 

1813,  the  family  moved  about  one  hundred  miles  to  tho  southward  to  Varner,  N. 

H.  About  a  year  passed,  and  in  October,  1814,  tho  doctor  set  out  with  his 
family  in  a  team  and  wagon,  orossed  the  Green  Hcuntains,  bound  for  tho  state  of 
Ohio.  They  spent  the  winter  of  1814-1815  near  rolatlvos  that  lived  near 
Caledonia,  N.  Y. 

After  a  long  and  painful  journey  do,/n  tho  Allegheny  and  Ohio  Rivers  by 
f latboat  they  arrived  in  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  in  April,  1815.  After  a  month's 
time  the  family  traveled  by  boat  again  down  tho  Ohio  River  for  a  distance  of 
another  hundred  miles  to  No;/  London,  Indiana. 

Another  month  elapsed,  and  they  settled  throe  miles  southeast  of  Lexington, 
Indiana,  on  Fourteen  "lie  Creek:  noar  what  is  no;/  the  Jefferson,  Scott,  and 
Clar'<  County  linos,  in  June,  1815.  His  father  resided  hero  for  tho  remainder  of 
his  life,  and  his  son,  Jonathan  Horschol,  .  lived  thero  the  rest  of  his  life 
as  well,  until  the  spring  of  1897. 

On  June  19,  1832,  Jonathan  Herschel,  .  filed  on  38  aefos  of  land  in 
Sec.  7,  t ;/ p .  -2,  range  -69,  three  miles  north  of  Lexington,  Indiana.  His 
brother,  Volney,  ;/as  to  o.vn  land  in  the  same  section  only  four  years  later. 

Jonathan  married  Jane  H.  Eoles  on  Nov.  19,  1829,  at"  Lexington,  Indiana. 

She  .7as  tho  daughter  of  Vllliara  Bolos,  Sr.  (born  in  1765;  died  on  Oct.  25,  1849, 
at  Lexington,  Ind and  his  wife,  Jane,  (born  in  1760  and  died  on  Oct.  3,  1853, 
at  Lexington,  Indiana^  Jane  M.  Bolos  was  born  on  Ilaroh  5,  1811,  and  died  July 
25,  16^1,  and  ./as  buried  at  Lexington,  Indiana.  She  .vas  mother  of  seven  child¬ 
ren.  Tho  following  year  after  her  death,  Jonathon  married  tho  second  time  to 
Catherine  Ann  Fishor  on  Ilaroh  22,  1842.  She  was  born  on  October  4,  1821,  ana 
died  Sept.  9,  1864,  "aged  42  years."  His  second  wife  was  the  mother  of  five 
cruldron.  About  two  years  after  the  death  of  his  second  wife  he  was  married 
for  the  third  time  to  Mrs.  Isabel  Ann  Cummings,  a  widow  having  three  boys  of 
her  own,  which  they  raised  to  manhood  as  well  as  two  girls  of  their  own.  They 
were  married  on  Dec.  18,  1865.  Her^ft'KUt  husband  was  Jamos  Cummings,  and  they 
wore  married ron  Doc.  25,  1851,  but  ho  died  on  Aig  «  24,  1864.  Isabel  Ann  Dougan 
was  born  on  Feb.  21,  1831,  and  she  died  on  Oct.  31,  1877.  During  his  life 
Jonathan  wrote  a  life  of  his  mother,  "The  Hemoirs  of  Elizabeth  Hardy,"  and 
several  articles,  many  of  which  were  of  a  religious  nature  and  wore  published 
in  tho  magazines  of  the  Christian  Church,  which  he  joined  in  1829,  when  he  was 
tv/onty-flvo  years  of  ago. 

Ho  voted  for  every  Democratic  candidate  for  president  since  Andrew  Jackson. 
He  lost  one  of  his  sons,  Dallas,  in  tho  Civil  ./ar. 

At  one  tine  he  was  one  of  tho  wealthiest  and  most  nrosporous  farmers  in 
Scott  Coxmty,  but  by  becoming  surety  for  almost  anyone  ho  finally  lost  every¬ 
thing  out  "paid  every  cent  of  his  debts."  He  gave  uo  one  of  tho  finest  farms 
on  Fourteen  Hilo  Croe*  to  pay  those  debts  of  his  friends.  In  the  spring  of 
1897  ho  went  to  live  with  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Della  Da.vson,  of  Chelsoca,  about 
eight  or  ten  miles  distant,  remaining  there  until  his  death  on  .7od.,  Jan.  26, 
1898,  "aged  nearly  94  years."  Ho  was  quite  fooble  towards  tho  last.

He  ' 
was  the  son  of  Martha  Elisabeth  (Codhran)  and  Dr.  Jonathan  Hardy. 
His  father  was  a  doctor  and  in  1808,  before  Oliver  Bowers  was 
two  years  of  age,  the  family  returned  to  their  former  home  at 
sand  own  H.  H. ,  living  at  his  grandfather,  Peter  Hardy's  farm 
nOii.e,  nowever,  in  February,  1812,  they  returned  to  Danville 
Vermont  until  October,  1815  when  they  moved  south  to  Warner  * 
c*  +* .  Finally.  -*-n  September,  1814  they  migrated  to  Hew  York 
State 'and  spent  the  winter  at  a  small  town  called  Four  Corners* 
?oJ-’J?ear  CanandaiSua,  Hew  York.  In  the  latter  part  of  Feb/ 
1810,  they  continued  their  journey  by  flatboat  down  the  Alley-’ 
neny  and  Ohio  Divers  and  finally  up  Fourteen  Mile  Creek.  They 
settled  there  on  Fourteen  Mile  Creek  in  Scott  County  near  the 
Ciark  County  line  in  late  April  or  early  May,  1815.  ’Oliver  3. 
hardy  grew  to  manhood  here  living  at  home  and  helping  his  father 
with  the  work  of  *  their  farm  until  his  marriage.  During  the 
cholera  epidemic,  he  and  another  young  man  helped  nurse  those 
thao  were  ill,  but  were  not  affected  themselves. 
e  married  Charlotte  Trulock  on  Sent.  19,  1826  at 

ocottsburg,  Scott  County,  Indiana.  She  was  born  on  at 


.  settled  on  a  farm  near  Lexington,  Indiana  where  they 

lived  for  several  years,  all  of  their  six  children  being  bom 
here  on  the  farm.  Later  the  family  probably  moved  to  Cincinnati, 
On^.o  where  they  were  divorced  or  they  moved  to  Illinois  and 
Oliver  Bowers  Hardy  later  went  to  Missouri. 


In  1849,  he  went  to  California  during  the  gold  'rush.  He 
joined  an  ox  team  caravan  at  Independence,  Missouri,  and  worked 
his  wav  to  California  with  them.  He  probably ‘prospected  between 
Croville,  Butte  County  and  Placerville  County,  California,  The 
prospectors  would  work  until  dark  when  the  wolves  would  begin  to 
howl  around  them.  'However,  he 'did  not  find  any  sold.  Ho  sailed 
from  San  Francisco,  California,  in  the  early  sixties  on  his 
return  trip  on  a  "wind  jammer."  However ,' the  crew  mutinied  and 
so  they  put  into  port  at  Acapulco,  Mexico,  and  the  leaders  were 
thrown  into  the  Mexican  jail.  They  sailed  around  Cape  Horn  of 
South  America.  They  stopped  at  I-Iavana,  Cuba  expecting  the 
natives  to  attack  them  but 'they  didn’t  bother  them.  Finally, 
they  landed  at  Hew  Orleans,  Louisiana.  'He  very  likely  traveled 
up  the  Mississippi 'River  on  a  steamboat,  or  flatboat  until  reach¬ 
ing  Cape  Girardeau,  Missouri.  After  remaining  there  for 'a  short 
time,  he  proceeded  up  the  Mississippi  River  to  Louisiana ,  Mo. , 
arriving  there 'on  Aug.  5,  1065.  On  Aug.  4,  1865,  he  and  his 
brother-in-law , 'Reverend  Alpheus  Brown,  opened  up  a  shoe  and  bocc 
making  business,  but  he  Soon  moved  across  the  river  a  few  miles 
inland  to  Rockport,  Ill.,  where  he  started  a  shoe  and  boot 
making  business  of  his  own,  Reverend  Brown  moving  to  Centralia, 
Mo.,  in  1866.  Oliver  B.  Hardy  returned  to  Lexington,  Indiana  for 
a  visit  in  1875  but  lived  at  Rockport,  Ill.,  for  approximately 
the  last  15  years  of  Ms  life  plying  his  trade  of  a  shoe  cobbler. 

He  married  again,  probably  in  Missouri  or  Illinois,  to  Mrs, 
Delia  Billings,  her  second  marriage.  She  was  born  in  1814-5  in 
the  state  of  Missouri  but  moved  to  Illinois  in  about  1852.  He 
died  on  May  27,  1870:  at  Rockport,  Ill.,  in  Atlas  township.  His 
death  followed  ah  18  months1  illness  due  to  gallstone  and  he  was 
buried  on  May  28,  1878  on  the  side  of  a  hill  near  the  town  where 
he  had  lived  the  last  years  of  his  life.  He  lived  in  the  state 
of  Illinois  for  15  years. 

'His  wife,  Mrs.  Delia  Hardy , *  continued  to  live  in  Rockport, 
Ill.,  until  her  death  on  April  1,  1887  caused^by  an  illness  of 
ten  days  with  phthisis.
